New Order Rations 
All Tires Now 


Effective from Friday last, May 15 
all tires and tubes new second-hand 
or retreads, passed under a tire-ra- 
tioning order of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, made necessary to 
ensure supply of tires for airplanes, 
anti-aircraft gun carriages and other 
weapons of war, 

Persons who use their cars solely 
for pleasure will be unable to buy 
tires or tubes when present ones wear 
out, until after the war is over, The 
remainder of the motoring public is 
divided into classes A, B, and C, ac- 
cording to their priority in war work 
and essential commercial and public 
services. To obtain replacements 
these must make tion on print 
ed forms to Tire Rationing Officers, 
who will allot them in the order of 
priority at ceiling prices when suffic.

The.part that the women are play 
ing in this effort is tremendous, Mr, 
Campbell said, and that if they had 
not come to the fore and done such 
a marvelous job it would have meant 
the payment of government funds to 
see that the necessary checking, etc., 
was,done, He also praised the work 
that the women of Canada are doing 
in so many different fields of war 
work. 

He dealt thoroughly with the 
commodities coming under the price 
ceiling and the exemptions etc, He 
explained the gas rationing and tire 
rationing. The rental situation was 
covered and domestic and commercial 
phages dealt with.

In closing his address Mr, Camp- 
bell dealt with the war — the number 
of men in the Services — and the 
strides that had been made, He 
said there is a place for everyone in 
this war — a service to be rendered 
and a sacrifice to be made, His last 
appeal was that the war effort we 
put forward be a tribute worthy of 
those who pay the last price.

Different types of aircraft require 
different types of bomb racks and it 
is here that the armourer entets the 
picture, It is his responsibility to 
check all bombing gear in the craft. 
Before a flight, he removes the deli- 
cate bomb sight from its case and in 
stalls it in the aeroplane. Thig init- 
ial installation must be very carefully 
done as a slight error in doing this 
would cause a serious bombing error 
from heights of 10,000 feét or even 
more, and after this bomb sight will 
fit automatically correctly onto this 
bracket, :

Very severe penalties will be imposed for any infractions of the new ; 
The tire dealers of Canada are co-operating with the Government in the efficient 
operation of the order, and in,its enforcement. It is their patriotic duty to repair 
and legally resell all usable tires in their possession, and turn over at once to the 
nearest salvage agency any scrap rubber they have on hand or receive in the future, 
lectading. off tices aul tubes 00 lament. serviceable. 


Every person, whether a dealer or not, must report by May 31 to the Tire 
Rationing Representative at his nearest Wartime Prices and Trade Board office, 
all tires and tubes in his possession on May 15, which are not scrap, and which 
are not on the running wheels and one spare rim of each vehicle he owns.

WHERE DID 
THE EMPIRE FAIL? 


These are dangerous times, They 
are times when it is peculiarly ur. 
gent that péople should thing clearly 
and sanely before they speak. Yet 
there are people who because of séme 
setbacks and shortcomings have been 
ready to voice the ill-considered opin 
ion that the British Empire has seen 
its ddy, They base that assumption 
on the feeling it has not proved the 
invulnerable bulwark we once 
thought it. That it never was nor 
could be invulnerable, as so many 
blindly assumed, has escaped them. al. 
together, 

Let those who are so ready to speak 
of an Empire's failure stop to remem 
ber that, whatever its shortcomings, 
it had the vitality in our time to save 
a world, That much is not debatable 
That much must be set to its credit. 
If it did not always achieve what we 
who believed it invincible had hoped 
it still did stand alone, the only champ 
ion of the liberties of a world, It did 
survive, and it did save those liber- 
ties, 

If there are people who must focus 
their eyes on Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore, let them also remember Dun- 
kirk and its availing courage, the 
long calvary of London the simple val 
our of Coventry, the continuing mart 
yrdom of Malta, the thousand and 
one heroic stories that, like the record 
of. the Jervis Bay, have made these 
days immortal. If there are flaws in 
our pattern of Empire, these stories 
are its warp and woof. Who would 
turn his back on an Empire in whose 
veins runs such heroic blood? 

It is easy for us to watch the 
mighty courage and devotion to Rus 
sia and to belittle our own by com- 
parison. But Russia fights behind her 
one bulwark, on the home soil that 
her people have loved for countless 
generations, Our bulwarks are scat- 
tered about the seven seas. Our 
strategy, and not ours alone but that 
of all the United Nations, hag heen 
dictated by political as well as milit- 
ary considerations. As Walter Lipp- 
mann has said: “We have exhausted 
ourselves in rearguard actions fought

what the Red Cross did and still does 
for prisoners of war, ee 
Twenty-five years ago I found my- 
self on a prisoners of war arbeitsko- 


‘mmando (working party) in the 


town of Duisberg am Rhine — the 
R.A.F. have paid it several visits late 
ly and, when that news comes over 
the radio I being by nature vindictive 
rise up and cheer, 

Working hours were from 8 a.m, 


‘to 7 p.m, with one hour off for din- 


ner and two ten minute intervals per 
day for coffee-drinking. ’ Six days a 
week. The rate of pay was one mark 
per day in token money, spendable at 
the canteen where one could purchase 
boot laces, a coloured Rhinewater cal 
led lemonade and — nothing else, 
Rations (the German being a kindly 
soul) consisted of one loaf of bread 
per week — 4 by 4 by 8 inches, They 
called it bread — we called it some- 
thing else.. One dipper full of coffee 
at least it was wet and hot — one 
dipper full of soup (shadow broth) for 
dinner and the same for supper. 

Into this purgatory came good 
bread from Holland and Switzerland 
sent. by the Red Cross, and weekly 
parcels of good things, bully beef, 
salmon, butter, sugar, milk, chocolate 
tea, cocoa and tobacco, Yearly par- 
cels of boots, gocks, underwear, cloth 
ing, handkerchiefs, towels and soap. 
How we cherished that soap! for the 
German (being a kindly soul) would 
n't give us any. 

This, I know, is but one part of 
the Red Cross activities, told by one 
small cog in that efficient machine 
which was the Canadian Corps of 
1914.18, Of another part, in an earli 
er war, Kipling writes: 

“Who recalls the morning and the 
thunder through the foothills 

(Tufts of fleecy shrapnel strung a- 
long the empty plains?) 

And the sun-scarred Red Cross 
coaches. creeping guarded to the 

culvert,: 

And the faces of the Sisters looking 
gravely from the trains? 

Who recalig the noontide and the fun 
erals through the market 

(Blanket-hidden bodies, flagieas, fol- 
lowed by the flies?) 

And the footsore firing party, and 
the dust and stench and staleness, 

And the faces of the Sisters and the 
glory in their eyes?”

OTTAWA: Retreaded ‘and used 
tires used tubes and retreading ver- 
vices as well as new tires and new 
tubes are now under rigid control ac 
cording to an announcement by Hon, 
C. D. Howe Minister of Munitions 
and Supply, 

Effective May 15 the new order ig 
designed to conserve Canada’s rub- 
ber supplies for war purposes to pre 
vent hoarding and to keep essential 
vehicles including farm trucks and 
implements in operation as long as 
possible 

The order tightens the ~ previotis 
control over new tires and new tubes, 
It sete up three classes of cligible 
vehicles “A” “B” and “C” on a slid 
ing scale gauged according to the 
usefulness of the vehicle to a country 
at war and it rules out the 1,000,000 
or more motorists who are no longer 
able to buy even*a used tube. 
Owners of vehicles in Class “A” 
are permitted to buy new tires, new 
tubes, retreaded tires, retreading ser 
vices, used tires or used tubes, In 
this class are such vehicles as cars 
used by physicians, cars belonging to 
clergymen who serve two or more 
congregations more than three miles 


sparsely settled districts, trucks for 
road repairs, trucks for carrying farm 
products and foods fire fighters’ ve- 
hicles, police vehicles and farm trac 
tors and -harvestor combines, other 
than automobile and trucks, for the 
operation of which tires and tubes 
are essential, : 

Owners of vehicles in Class ‘B” 
are permitted to buy retreaded tires 
retreading services, used tires and 
used tubes, In this class are rural 
mail carriers, passenger cars or trail- 
ers used principally for the transport 
tion of produce and supplies to and 
from his farm by a person whose 
principal occupation is farming, and 
who owns no truck and others, 
Owners of vehicles in Class “C” 
may purchase, only used tires and 
used tubes, Included in this class are 
vehicles used principally in the course 
of their duties by the following: 
Farm or food product inspectors 
dentists or optometrists who serve 
more than one community, scrap buy 
ers, sheriffs or other law enforce. 
ment officers servicemen who repair 
farm machinery, rural schoo] teach- 
ers, rural undertakers, and newspap- 
er reporters, Also covered in this 
class are horsédrawn vehicles. and 
farm implements for the operation of 
which tires are essential.

fairly heavy — 375 to 500 pounds per 
acre,, Follow-up applivations, prefer 
able every second year, can be at ap 
proximately one-half this rate. 

Maximum results from pastures are 
not obtained by just applying the 
right fertilizer in the best way, 
Good management plays an impor- 
tant-part, Nutrition experts have dis 
covered that grass decreases in food 
‘value as it nears the heading stage. 
Thus for high quality grass, pastures 
must be well grazed,-or if the cattle 
cannot keep ahead of the growth, the 
muwer should be used, However, 
last your's drought warne one against 
being too enthusiastic about keeping 
pastures closely mowed until second 
growth in the hay fields provides an 
adequate reserve. 

A change is good for the. appetite 
and far-away fields look greener to

Sydney became 
a@ point of call on the toute from Moncton to Newfoundland, thus 
bringing this industrial area at the tip of Canada’s Eastern shores 
within the National airline network.
